City launches website to battle winter weather

Move over, bus tracker and train tracker. 
Plow tracker is here. 

The city on Tuesday is scheduled to unveil 
a snow-response website featuring real-time 
GPS locations of plows, car towing informa- 
tion and a shovel-share program to combat 
severe winter weather. The site comes dur- 
ing a slow start to the first winter of Mayor 
Emanuel’s administration and in the wake of 
the massive February blizzard that left driv- 
ers and CTA buses stranded on Lake Shore 
Drive, hampered city services and frustrated 
residents. 

Chicagoshovels.org was created by the 
mayor’s three-person tech team using in- 
house resources and volunteers. The team 
pooled existing city information to make it 
easy for residents to find and built new tools 
to help Chicagoans get connected and navi- 
gate winter weather. 



“A lot of us that work in mayor’s office, 
we were all here for that blizzard [in 2011} so 
it’s in all of our memories,” said Kevin Haus- 
wirth, the mayor’s director of social media. 

“It served as a strong reminder to why it’s 
so important that we’re prepared, that we 
create tools that connect neighbors to each 
other. Because at the end of the day when it 
snows and you walk out of your house, it’s 
your neighbors that are going to help you 
shovel the driveways and dig your car out. “

No Wooden Nick- 
els, which provides 
financial assistance 
to low-income cancer 


patients, is accepting 
donations of Cl'A 
and gas cards. 

Since 2005, the 
group has helped 
Illinois cancer patients defray the cost of 
cancer treatment by paying for meals, medi- 
cal equipment and transportation costs to 
and from treatment centers, among other 
ways, said Lorna Khawaja, the group's execu- 
tive director. 

“Our biggest request is transportation," 
said Khawaja, who formed the nonprofit 
after her father, who advised her never to 
take wooden nickels, died of prostate cancer. 
“We have quite a few patients that do take 
the CTA” 

Khawaja said last year her group received 
about 130 applications from across Illinois 
for assistance. Patients typically range in age 
from their late 20s to their 60s, 

The organization, which relies on dona- 
tions, grants and fundraisers, usually helps 
a patient for three to four weeks, Khawaja 
said. The maximum amount of help per 
participant is $500. 

Khawaja said her group will provide gas 
cards to patients who have to drive to a 
treatment center. Some participants have to 
rely on family members and friends to drive 
them because they are too ill to drive 
themselves, Khawaja said. 

“You do have 


dents that do simply don’t drive,” Khawaja 
said. “'I'hey don't have anybody to advocate 
for them. Many times they will take public 
transportation." 

'I’hese patients will ge nerally use public 
transit to travel to hospitals such as Loyola 
University and the University of Chicago for 
their treatment, Khawajia said. 

Apart from Khawaja's group, the Regional 
Iransportation Authority, the funding arm 
for C'lA, Metra and Pace, has a program 
through which people with disabilities can 
ride for free. 

Riders can qualify for the program by 
enrolling in the state’s Circuit Breaker pro- 
gram, which has helped low-income elderly 
people with property tax and prescription 
drug costs. Last year, the state did away with 
a free- rides- for-seniors program, but low- 
income seniors still are eligible through the 
Circuit Breaker program. 

Meanwhile, Khawaja said. No Wooden 
Nickels was "^quite busy in 2011” and as- 
sistance from CTA riders, especially in the 
form of transit passes, would go far. 

^^That would go a long way to help out 
those patients, especially those who take 
the CIA in order to access their treatment,” 
Khawaja said.

HOT OR NOT? 


Working out to look good naked isn’t a bad 
thing— it might make you more successful

Everyone knows exercise can make you hap- 
pier, healthier and better in bed. 

But richer? Don’t count it out. 

Research shows that people who are per- 
ceived as more attractive— in particular those 
whose toned, athletic bodies are the result of 
regular workouts— do better in just about ev- 
ery measure of success. 

“People are hard-wired to strive to look bet- 
ter because it brings benefits throughout life, 
be it in mate selection, employment opportu- 
nities, salary or life in general,” said Gordon 
Patzer, a professor of business administration 
at Roosevelt University and author of several 
books on the physical attractiveness phenom- 
enon. 

Patzer says there is actually a “beauty pre- 
mium” paid to good-looking people. On aver- 
age in the U.S., they make 5 percent more than 
average-looking people, who in turn make 
10 percent more than those deemed unattract- 
ive. So anyone who transforms into a hottie 
can expect to earn 15 percent more a year. 

As it turns out, the motivating factor behind 
a lot of people’s workouts— sheer and unadul- 
terated vanity— can be great for physical well- 
being because of the many health benefits that 
come with regular exercise. It’s a common rea- 
son why people hit the gym or running trails. 

“We all have to be vain,” said Billy Starr, 28, 
of McKinley Park, who has been a personal 
trainer for nine years. “This aspect of life is 
what sets fit people aside from the norm.” 

Vanity can go sideways if people put too 
much emphasis on it, though. “It can cross a 
line where we get into anorexia and bulimia, 
or people who do too much exercise and 
cause injury” Patzer said. “We can also go too 
far by getting radical plastic surgery taking 
anabolic steroids or dangerous weight loss 
supplements, or going on crash diets.” 

Consider the toxic stew that is professional 
bodybuilding and the words of four-time Mr. 
Universe Bill Pearl: “The guy left standing on 
the stage today at the end of a bodybuilding 
show is probably the guy in the arena who is 
closest to death.” 

And in any case, when you take vanity goals 
too far, you get the opposite effect. 

In 2007, researchers at UCLA published 
a compilation of six studies, concluding that 


muscularity is sexy only up to a certain point. 
In one of the studies, 141 college women 
looked at six computer-generated male 
physiques (with the faces blocked out) to 
assess sexual desirability 

“Women rate muscular men as sexier, 
more physically dominant and volatile, and less 
committed to their mates than nonmuscular 
men,” the authors noted in their paper in the 
Personality and Social Psychology Bulletin. 

The study also found that “m( 
with moderate muscularity are rated 
most attractive” and that the more 
brawny bodybuilder physique was 
deemed less desirable. 

So what do men prefer? A 
2009 study in the Journal of 
Personality and Social Psy- 
chology showed that the 
No. I desired trait is thin- 
ness. The study, which 
involved 4,000 men and 
women ages 18 to 70 look- 
ing at a series of photos, 
didn’t say anything about 
women who are too thin, but 
judging by the frequent media 
backlash against stars who lose 
too much weight, there seems 
to be a case for curves. 

Regardless, it seems a little 
vanity goes a long way when it 
comes to staying fit and success- 
fhl. 

“When I meet with new cli- 
ents, one of the first things 
I do is assess their van- 
ity goals,” personal trainer 
James Fell wrote in a col- 
umn for the Los Angeles 
Times. “Some are embarrassed 
to admit that they want to do 
things like lose belly fat or 
tighten up their butts, but I 
tell them it’s OK to embrace 
those feelings, as long as it’s in 
a manner that also improves 
health and increases physical 
performance.”

Jogger attacked by dogs

A 62-year-old man was critically injured Mon- 
day after he was attacl^ed by what police de- 
scribed as two adult pit bull terriers while jog- 
ging along the lakefront in South Shore. 

“They just wouldn’t let the man go,” said 
Stanley Lee, 35, who came to the victim’s aid, 
trying to beat the dogs off with a baseball bat. 
The dogs didn’t cease their attack until police 
shot them, he said. 

The attack happened about 6 a.m. along 
a path in Rainbow Beach Park, 7715 S. South 
Shore Drive, police said. 


The man was bitten by the two dogs over his 
entire body including his legs, arms and face, 
police said. 

When officers arrived, they were confront- 
ed by the chocolate brown and white spotted 
dogs who attempted to attack them. The offi- 
cers then drew their weapons and fatally shot 
the animals, police said. 

The man was taken to John H. Stroger Jr. 
Hospital of Cook County where he was listed 
in critical condition, police said. 

The animals had collars but did not have any 
tags, police said. 


Lee said he heard screams for help, then ran 
from his apartment building in the 7500 block 
of South Shore Drive to come to the aid of the 
jogger. 

Armed with a baseball bat, Lee said he tried 
to chase the dogs from the victim, hitting them 
repeatedly 

“It’s like a crime scene,” Lee said, pointing to 
the bloodied grass where the attack occurred 
and stiU visibly shaken more than three hours 
later. A pair of running shoes and ankle weights
